No-Strike Pact Can 
be Dangerous, U. S.

Business Executive Gives 


Views on Labor Bills

Washington, Feb. 15—(AP) —A 


business executive told congress 
today that preventing strikes by 
industry-wide agreements like the 
one recently signed in the build- 
ing trades "could well be more 
dangerous than the strikes them- 
selves." 


The witness was S. M. Cooper, 


executive vice president of the 
F.afnir Bearing Co., New Britain, 
Conn., testifying before the sen- 
ate labor committee. 


Cooper expressed his views on 


pending labor legislation as the 
committee Baited to Jhear .the pro- 
gram- of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, which favors 
many changes in existing laws. 
Ira Mosher, chairman of NAM'3 
executive committee was slated to 
testify. 


Instead of more industry-wide 


agreements, Cooper urged that in- 
dustry-wide bargaining be broken 
up so as to reduce collective bar- 
gaining and strikes to the local or 
company level. 


Cooper indored the anti-indus- 


try-wide bargaining bill to Senator 
Ball (R-Minn), but 'he supported 
it only in principle. He said this 
is the "most important and fun- 
damental" labor bill before the 
senate. As to method, he said the 
objective perhaps could be better 
realized by amendment to the 
Clayton or Sherman anti-trust 
acts.

194T with problems galore. John 
D. Battle of the National ConJ as- 
sociation, recently observed. And 
the basic problem, which r.as a 
direct effect on almost all the 
others, is production. 


The world, no less than the 


United States, needs Amencan 
coal,' and lots of it. 
But now 


our national stockpile is at a dan- 
gerously low level thanks to the 
two disastrous work stoppages 
which took place in 1946. 


It is estimated that 1947-r.oaJ 


requirements will be about 5~5,- 
000,000 .tons—substantially more 
thaji we produced last year. That 
figure allows some coal for Cana- 
da, for export overseas, and for 
the replenishment of stockpiles. II 
is not an exaggerated figure. The 
record of the war years shows 
that we have the capacity to pro 
duce 600.000,000 tons a year, o 
more-—if there are no strikes am 
the miners work. 


Further strikes, with their in

Hard to Make Stick 


The trouble with dust treat- 


ments has been that it is impos- 
sible to make them stick.in any 
large amount to the herd and 
smooth seed :coat of a corn ker- 
nel- 
Tests by Dr. Ben Koehler, 


University of Illinois Pathologist,' 
show that commercial dusts which 
most hybrid corn companies use, 
increases corn yields from 3 to 8 
bushels an acre over untreated 
seed. His results also show that 
the .more dust he could make 
stick to the seed grain the higher 
the yields. 


Two benefits stand out in tests 


of film-coating. 
First, it gives 


better stands. 
The 
discovery 


promises to do the most good by 
boosting 65 to 70% border-line 
stands to as high as 90%, in spite 
of cold, wet weather after plant- 
ing. 
Second, it causes a. more 


even stand of strong-, sturdy stalks. 
Weak stalks which end up the 
season with only a small nubbin, 
or no ear at all, will be sharply 
reduced by the new treatment. 


Mr. Crow is so confident that 


film-coating is the answer to poor 
stands that his company is filw- 
coating all of its 1946 hybrid 
crop. In fact, after Crow's sales- 
men saw the results, they'insisted 
that all of the seed they delivered 
should.be film-coated. 


• Film-coated seed in scientific 
cold tests with closely controlled 
temperatures, has given astound- 
ing results. The seed for these 
tests is planted in old corn soil, 
known to be infected with pyth- 
ium and" other seed corn diseases 
that attack the kernel of corn, 
^particularly if it lies infold/wet 
•ground for some time before ger- 
minating. The tests are run at a 
temperature of about 47 degrees 
for periods of T days up to 28 
days.

M. Miller, Iridianola, Iowa, after 
a look at the young corn sprouts 
pushing their.-.way. through the 
soil after spending 14 days in the 
cold chamber at 47 degrees. He 
went on to explain that nearly a 
fifth of the corn/in this section .of 
Iowa had to be replanted last 
year, and many 
unsatisfactory 


stands were left because farmers 
could not make up their minds 
to tear them up.

in May came along, we got that

the corn planter. Then, \\'e had 
cold, wet weather ami the corn 
just straggled alonj,-, and a Jot 
didn't make it," he said. 


Many tests were bein;,' run last 


fall at Crow'r- plant to be sure 
film-coating- was going- to be the 
answer to many replanting prob- 
lems. 
These tests showed that 


film-coated corn germinated from 
92 to 9S% consistently after one 
week to three weeks in the cold, 
wet soil in the cold chamber while 
dusted corn only germinated from 
T2 to 6<i%- 


JS"e\v Machinery Built 


The evidence 
was 
finally so 


conclusive that Mr. Crow ordered 
that all grading: and treating op- 
erations stop at once. 
Old ma- 


chinery was torn out. new ma- 
chinery built and installed and 
from then on all the seed was 
given the new film-coat treat- 
ment. 


Dealers and farmers who saw 


the tests were so emphatic that 
they would plant only film-coated 
c.orn that the dust treated corn 
already in the bags was emptied 
out and given the new treatment. 


Mr. Crow sjpJd "We just couldn't 


let our customers take a chance 
on having another cold, wet plant- 
ing season next spring—we want- 
ed them to have every bit of pro- 
tection we could give them. And 
we're parsing this on to the' 
farmer at no increase in cost." 


The matter of stand is closely 


identified with yield. - Two out of 
five corn fields have less than an 
SC per cent stand, it is estimated. 


In a recent Iowa Corn Perform- 


ance Test, the top 10 entries made 
an average of,S1.4 bushels to the 
acre with an 84.5 per cent stand. 
Hybrids in the 21st to 30th places, 
yielded 73.1 bushels with, a 76.6 
per cent stand. 


"Given a ,10 per cent better 


stand, these hybrids, which landed 


in ,thc 21st to 30th places, might 
have been well up in the first ten," 
observed Dr. W. J. Mumm, re- 
search director and pioneer corn 
breeder for Crow's Hybrid Corn 
Company. 


In an actual check on 1322 Illi- 


nois, Indiana and Iowa farms the 
average stand last year was S3.-1 
per cent and that didn't take into 
consideration the fields that had 
been replanted. The average count 
on weak plants was 7 per cent. 


"By eliminating those weak 


plants and raising the stand to 
90 per cent, those farmers coulc 
have raised 10 bushels more corn 
to the acre," Dr. Mumm predicted 


This development will benefil 


the entire seed industry, Mr. Crow 
believes. 
Other crops ought to 


bt benefited by a suitable film- 
coat. A cotton plantation owner 
has even sent some'cotton seed to 
Milford. He wants it film-coated 


"I honestly believe it's the big- 


gest development, in seed since 
hybrid corn,", says .Mr. Crow; "It 
opens up an entirely new field."
